NEW TRUMAN FARM POLICY 


AIMS TO LET PRICES DROP, 
U.S. SUBSIDIZING FARMER 


Ex-Banker Hanser Gets 18 Months; 
Thefts Laid to Wine 


BRANNAN TELLS

Program Applies to Meat 
Animals, Milk, Eggs,

WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP)— | 
The Truman Administration of- 
fered a new farm program today. 
It said it would give consumers a 
“real break” on food prices d 
farmers a stable, fair income. 

It would use many of the eco- 
nomic devices now employed by 
the Government, but it would 
make a major change designed to 
put more meat, milk, other dairy 
products, eggs, and poultry in re- 
tail stores at lower price tags at 
the tax payers” expense. 

Secretary of Agriculture Bran- 
nan owtlined the plan before a 
joint meeting of the House and 
Senate agriculture committees. It 
is the Administration’s substitute 
for the Aiken farm law passed 


by the Republican Eightieth Con- 
gress. The grain market reacted 


nervously today to the announce- 
ment, 
Income Guarantees. 

The new program, like the pres- 
ent one, would use the mechanism 
of Government price or income 
guarantees to farmers. 

Unlike the present program, the 
Government would not attempt to 
hold up, or put a floor under, 
market prices of foods making 
up 75 per cent of the farm out- 
put. Instead, it would allow prices 
to move freely under influences 
of supply and demand. (It now 
buys and holds off the market 
enough of these foods to keep 
prices at farm guaranteed levels.) 

In times of big supplies of most 
items, prices would drop below 
present levels. The farmer would 
get Government payments to sup- 
plement money he received from 
sale of his products. 

For example, under the present 
program, the Government strives 
to keep prices of eggs from drop- 
ping below 35 cents a dozen on 
the farm. It does this by buying 
and removing from the market 
enough of the supply to keep 
prices from going below 35 cents. 

Under the new plan, the Gov- 
ernment would not interfere with 
the price movement. If prices 
dropped to 26 cents, for instance, 
the consumer would be allowed 
to get them at that price, 

ubsidy From Government. 

The farmer would get a pay- 
ment from the Government cover- 
ing the difference between the 
market price and the return which 
the program said he should re- 
ceive. In this case, the payment 


would be 40 cents a dozen. | 

This new support system would | 
be used for meat animals, milk, 
butterfat, eggs, poultry, fruits and 
vegetables. These products pro- 
vide three-fourths of annual farm 
income. 

The present system of support- 
fing prices of non-perishable and 
storable crops—corn, wheat, other 
grains, cotton, tobacco, peanuts, 
soybeans, flaxseed, dry beans and 
peas and wool—would be kept. 
This system provides for Govern- 
ment removal of the price-depress- 
ing surplus from the market by 
means of loans and purchases. 

Brannan told the committees 
the direct payment method would 
“not only protect farmers, but 
would give consumers a_ real 
break” on prices. 

He said he could give no close

WOULD BE ‘BREAK 
FOR CONSUMERS 


She Got $8000 From 
Accused, Court Is Told 
by Prosecutor. 


Adolf H. Hanser, former vice 
president of Mercantile-Commerce 
National Bank, Grand and Wash- 
ington boulevards, was sentenced 
to 18 months’ imprisonment by 
United States District Judge Roy 
W. Harper today, on Hanser’s plea 
of guilty of embezzlement of $15,- 
121 bank funds. 

He has admitted also taking 
more than $32,000 from the funds 
of the Lutheran Charities Asso- 
ciation, intrusted to him, but this 
was not included in the indict- 
ment against him. 

“Wine, women and song” caused 
the thefts by Hanser, Assistant 
United States Attorney David M. 
Robinson stated to the court. No 
previous explanation of the 57- 
year-old banker’s misdeeds has 
been given. 

“He had numerous affairs with 
women in the neighborhood of 
Grand and Olive,” the prosecutor 
said. “He visited women living 
in that vicinity. One woman told 
investigators that she got $8000 
from him.” . 

Robinson told the court of Han- 
ser’s defalcations from the Luth- 
eran Charities, besides the embez- 
zlement from the bank and the 
false entries, charged in three 
counts of the indictment, by which 
he concealed the withdrawals. 
Hanser’s lawyer, Mark D. Eagle- 
ton, then made a plea for a sus- 
pended sentence. 

He said Hanser had sold his 
home at 1353 Greentree lane, Glen- 
dale, to repay the charity fund, 
and that a brother of Hanser had 
made restitution to the bank. He 
argued that Hanser would conduct 
—— properly if released on pa- 
role. 

“He (Hanser) has been pun- 
ished already by mental anguish,” 
the lawyer said. “Further punish- 
ment will fall most heavily on his 
family.” 

“In cases like this,” Judge 
Harper replied, “the innocent usu- 
ally suffer. Some people think 
the Governmeént is like Shylock, 
after its pound of flesh. I have 
received letters interceding for 
Hanser, telling what a good man 
he had been, and how restitution 
of these funds has been made. 

“But the Court is not running 
a collection agency, I have no 
doubt that if paroled, he would 
keep the terms imposed. The 
Court is going to be lenient, and 
its sentence is 18 months in a 
penal institution to be designated 
by the Attorney General.” 

The maximum sentence possible 
on Hanser’s plea would have been 
20 years, five on each count of 
the indictment. Hanser can apply 
for a parole after six months, and 
his term, with time off for good 


behavior, will be 13 to 14 months./ 


Hanser, a small man, wore a 
gray business suit in court. He is 
married and the father of twin 
sons and a daughter. He was 
taken to City Jail after the sen- 
tencing, having previously been at 
liberty on bond. 


AIR FORCE FINDS NO 
LINK ABROAD TO 
FLYING SAUCERS 


WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP)— 
The Air Force said today there 
has been no tangible evidence up 
to now that a foreign power is 
sending “flying saucers” over the 
United States. But, it added: 

“On the other hand, there is no 
evidence to deny categorically such 
a possibility.” 

The Air Force has been investi- 
gating reports of strange, lumin- 
ous objects shooting through the 
skies at intervals in the past year 
or more, 

“Many of the reported incidents 
have been definitely determined to 
be metereological balloons or nat- 
ural celestial phenonema,” the 
statement said. 

“However,” it added, “there are 
some instances reported by re- 
liable and competent observers 
which are still unexplained.” 


KILLS MOTHER OVER WHIPPING 


YAZOO CITY, Miss., April 7 
(AP)—A 17-year-old youth told au- 
thorities here he killed his mother 
with a shotgun because she had 
whipped him.

C.&E.1. AUTHORIZED 
TO DROP PASSENGER 


TRAIN TO CHICAGO 


The number of railroad lines 
furnishing passenger service be- 
tween St. Louis and Chicago will 
be reduced from four to three, 
when the Chicago & Eastern Illi- 
nois discontinues its daily train, 
the Cardinal, April 21. The dis- 
continuance was authorized today 
by the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission, meeting at Springfield. 

The Cardinal, only train oper- 
ated by the C. & E. I. between 
the two cities, caused a loss of 
$353,000 to the railroad company 
in the six months period begin- 
ning last August, officials of the 
road told the Commission. 

The Cardinals’ northbound sched- 

ule calls for departure from Union 
Station, St. Louis, at 4:45 p.m., 
and arrival in Dearborn Station, 
Chicago, at 10:30 p.m. South- 
bound, leaves Chicago at 9:15 a.m. 
and arrives in St. Louis at 2:45 
p.m. 
Residents of Illinois towns along 
the line opposed discontinuance of 
the train. Attorneys representing 
Tuscola, Sullivaf, Villa Grove, 
Watseka, Momence and Pana pre- 
sented objections to removal of 
what they declared to be a much- 
used facility. 

Between Pana and Granite City 
the C. & E. I. enters the St. Louis 
area over the tracks of the New 
York Central. The other lines 
maintaining passenger service be- 
tween St. Louis and Chicago are 
the Illinois Central, Wabash, and 
Gulf, Mobile & Ohio, the former 
Alton road.

BRITON DEFENDS

ECCLESHALL, England, April 7 
(UP) — A bearded young head- 
master was found negligent and 
the teen-age students at his ex- 
perimental school were ordered 
elsewhere today after a local court 
heard of the “free love” at the co- 
educational school. 


ECCLESHALL, England, April 7 
(UP) — Robert Copping, bearded 
young headmaster of an experi- 
mental co-educational school, de- 
fended today his practice of allow- 
ing the boys and girls to visit 
each other’s bedrooms. 

Copping, 29 years old, appeared 
in court here with his partner, 
Edward Reynolds, to answer 22 
charges that they were unfit to 
have charge of students. Both 
Were accused: of spending week- 
ends with girl students, and with 
permitting “free love” at the 
school. 

Copping’s system was supported 
by one of his teachers, Mrs. Madge 
Stevens, who said she approved of 
“anything which comes to the chil- 
dren naturally.” 

Copping told the court: “My 
boys and girls go into each other’s 
bedrooms, but I see nothing wrong 
with that, and I do not agree they 
had sexual relations with each 
other. If there was any lack of 
discipline, it was the result of the 
traditional method of education.” 

Answering charges that the stu- 
dents constantly used the “filthiest 
language,” Copping said, “certain- 
ly the children have used a few 
Anglo-Saxon words with regard to 
sex and sex organs.” At his school, 
Copping added, it was the “inalien- 
able right” of every youth to have 
complete freedom of expression, 
attend classes when he liked and 
sleep as long as he wanted. 


TWO ‘BACKWARD’ SCHOOLBOYS,

HAZARDS NOTED IN HOSPITAL 
BEFORE FLAMES KILLED 75 


Open Stairwells, Wood 
Floors, ‘Relatively In- 
accessible’ Fire Es- 
capes Cited at Effing- 
ham.

EFFINGHAM, IIl., April 7— 
Dangerous conditions in St. An- 
thony Hospital were noted by 
many persons here but little was 
done to correct those conditions 
before a fire swept through the 
building early Tuesday, killing an 
estimated 75 persons, inquiry by 
the Post-Dispatch disclosed today. 
Some nurses, physicians and 


townspeople considered the 73- 
year-old hospital a potential fire- 
trap but their fears rarely went 
beyond the discussion stage. They 
knew the hospital had wood floors, 
was supported by wood joists, had 
open stairwells through which a 
fire could sweep, had no watch- 
man on duty at night, had fire 
escapes that were relatively inac- 
cessible and corridors that were 
winding and confusing. 

Changes for Safety in 1942. 

The State of Illinois required 
the hospital to make _ certain 
changes to improve safety in 1940, 
and the changes were Made by 
1942, records in the state fire

marshal’s office in Springfield re-| 


vealed. 

As the investigation proceeded, 
Effingham buried most of the 
dead from the disaster today, Fu- 
neral services also were held in 
nearby Casey, Deiterich, Montrose, 
Stewardson and Shumway. In 
Holliday, services were held to- 
day for Miss Fern Riley, 21-year- 
old nursery aid, who died with 
her infant charges. 

Tiny white coffins bearing 
charred remains of some of the 
13 infants who. perished in the 
fire were among those buried yes- 
terday. 

Seventy bodies have been re- 
covered so far but the search is 
continuing in the ruins. At least 
five more persons are thought to 
have perished. All but seven of 
the bodies have been identified. 

Latest victim was Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Schuette of Teutopolis, 78 
years old, who died today of burns 
and shock in an Effingham home. 
She had been a first-floor patient 
in the hospital for three years. 

Discussing safety conditions in 
the hospital, a physician on the 
staff, who declined to permit use 
of his name, said: “The worst 
condition was the open stairwells 
leading to the third floor. I al-

Many buildings housing patients 
here were erected before adop- 
tion of the present code and do 
not meet safety requirements of 
the code, but this nonconformity is 
legal because city inspectors, 
while empowered to force remod- 
eling of hotels, lack authority to 
order structural changes in hos- 
pitals, Kammann explained. 

Inspections Requested. 

Some hospitals here, alarmed 
by the Effingham disaster, have 
telephoned the fire marshal’s of- 
fice to request inspections. 

Fire Chief Frank Egenriether 
yesterday ordered the command- 
ing officers of his 43 engine come 
panies to begin an immediate in- 
spect ion of hospitals, orphans’ 
homes, homes for the aged and 
similar institutions here. Inspec- 
tors were directed to pay special 
attention to obstruction of pas- 
sageways leading to exits and ac- 
cumulation of rubbish. Structural 
defects are to be reported to the 
building commissioner’s office. 

Reports from these Inspections 
began to pour in today, and one 
of the first received at the fire 
marshal’s office disclosed a num- 
ber of violations of safety regula- 
tions at People’s Hospital, 2221 
Locust street, which has a build- 
ing of modern construction, 

A 55-gallog drum of alcohol was 
found stored in a basement closet; 
165 containers of ether, oxygen 
and other highly inflammable 
matter were found in a third- 
floor closet, Two operating rooms 
contained electric installations 
which could throw off sparks, it 
was reported. Exit signs were 
lacking in some parts of the hose 
pital, screened doors leading to a 
fire escape opened inwardly, and 
a clothes chute terminus in the 
basement lacked a cover to pre- 
vent flames from shooting up- 
ward. 

Situation at St. John’s. 

St. John’s Hospital, 3¢. South 
Euclid avenue, likewise has a 
plant of modern construction, but 
an inspector reported today three 
inside stairways are-not inclosed, 
some doors between the hospital 
and the eonvent are not of fire- 
resistant material, and directional . 
signs are lacking at corridor cor- 
ners. 

“We know of many structural 
conditions in these institutions 
that could lead to rapid spread of 
fire,” the fire marshal continued. 
“These defects center around fail- 
ure to inclose open spaces such 
as elevator shafts and. stairways, 
and absence of horizontal and 
vertical barriers to prevent spread 
of flames. But we cannot go be- 
yond insisting on fire prevention 
measures of a non-structural na- 
ture.” 

There are four classes of con- 
struction in St. Louis. The first 
and second classes comprise fire- 
resistive buildings of modern steel 
and concrete construction, the

NEW YORK, April 7—The Com- 
munist manifesto, century-old 
declaration of class war against 
“existing social and political con- 
ditions,” was used for basic train- 
ing in Red schools, it was testi- 
fied today by the man who spent 
nine years in the Communist 
party as an undercover agent for 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion. 

The witness, Herbert: A. Phil-| 
brick, 33-year-old Boston advertis- 
ing executive, told United States 
District Judge Harold R. Medina 
and the jury trying 11 Red leaders 
charged with advocating revolu- 
tion that he had used the docu- 
ment by Karl Marx in classes in 
Marxist-Leninism he conducted in 
1945. 

Over strenuous defense objec- 
tion, Special Assistant Attorney 
General Frank H. Gordon read 
passages of the manifesto to the) 
jury after Philbrick identified 
them as part of the Communist 
“refresher courses” he attended 
and taught. 

“In short, the Communists sup- 
port every revolutionary move- 
ment against the existing social 
order,” Gordon recited. “Com- 
munists disdain to conceal their 
views and aims and openly pro- 
claim the need for forcible over- 
throw of existing social and politi- 
cal conditions. 

“Let the ruling classes tremble 
... the proletarians have nothing 
to lose but their chains! They 
have a world to win! Working 
men of all countries, unite!” 

Tells of Study Groups. 

Philbrick said that modern ap- 
plication of the Marxist doctrine 
was taught in the Communist 
study groups. He was told the 
Government of the United States 
must be violently overthrown if it 
entered a capitalistic or imperial- 
istic. war, he said. 

“The United States would be 
ready for revolution either in the 
event of depression or world war,’ 


he continued. The aim would be 
to turn war to civil strife, he 
added. In either case, depression 
or .war, the Government would be 
Gestroyed—not merely usurped— 
and a proletarian dictatorship es- 
tablished. 

After Gordon read the. selected 
excerpts from the manifesto, a 
defense spokesman repeated to the 
jury a preface by Friedrich Engels 
in the same pamphlet. The preface 
pointed out that Marx’s words 
must be interpreted in the light 
of modern events “with no special 
stress” on revolutionary maneuv- 
ers. 

In some details it is “antiquat- 
ed,” the writer set forth, but only 
in practice. Theoretically it is still 
correct, he added, and must be 
regarded as a “historical document 
we have no longer any right to 
alter.”

Philbrick yesterday astonished 
defendants and others in the 
courtroom when he disclosed his 
con cealed Red connections.

WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP)— 
Senator Jenner (Rep.), Indiana, 
shouted in the Senate’s Marshall 
plan debate today that “we suckers 
in the United States are paying for 
such damn foolishness” as $50 
toupes for Britans. 

His outburst came as part of a 


Republican backlash over prod- 
ding by Chairman’ Connally 
(Dem.), Texas, of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee to spe@éd up 
action on the $5,580,000,000 second 
installment of the European Re- 
covery Program. 

Connally told the Senate that 
slow progress on the Economic 
Co-operation Administration bill is 
holding up other important legis- 
lation, and the response was 
immediate. 

Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
took up the battle first with an 
accusation that the Administra- 
tion is trying to “steamroller” 
legislation through the senate. He 
said there had been only two 
weeks of debate on the multi- 
billion dollar measure and went 
on: 

“We are constantly needled by 
the Democrats to make haste and 
| the kind of haste they are asking 
' means waste.” 

He recalled that southerners re- 
‘cently tied up the Sdnate with a 
‘filibuster and asked how that 
squares with Connally’s present 
call for speed. 

Senator Kem (Rep.), 
| chimed in with the assertion that 
| those who have spoken on the 
ECA bill have stuck to the subject. 

Connally apparently thought 
Kem was through, and started to 
speak. Kem broke in and Con- 
nally started to apologize but 
Kem retorted: 

“If the Senator thinks he can 
| intimidate me he is very much 
mistaken.” 

Then Jenner took up the shout- 
ing, with a protest that the North 
Atlantic pact is likely to cost the 
United States 20 billion dollars in 
the long run, rather than the 
$1,800,000,000 that has been men- 
tioned for European rearmament. 

He called the smaller figure 
“just the ante in the poker game.” 
| He said the whole Truman pro- 
gram eventually would take up to 
'80 billion dollars and bankrupt 
the economy. 

From there Jenner turned to a 
bitter attack on the British Labor 
Government. He said the British 
Government dictates what the peo- 
ple wear and eat and how they 
obtain medical care ,and even fur- 
nishes $5C toupees. 

Before the outbreak a group of 
economy-minded Senators dropped 
the fi hg ottcut the $5,580,000,000 
ceiling figure for another 15 
months of ECA.

The state money, he said, would 
be allotted on the basis of road 
mileage and assessed valuation of 
property, 
ing in the proportiondAhat its road 
mileage and assessed valuation 
bore to the total in the state. 

The Governor expressed the 
opinion that the plan would meet 
objections from county courts and 
farm organizations to the advisory 
committee’s recommendations, al- 
though he said he knew it would 
not meet the objections of the oil 
companies. 

Opinion on Earmarking. 

In expressing an opinion that 
the money could be earmarked by 
the Legislature, the Governor 
cited a section of the Constitution 
authorizing state aid to counties 
and setting out that nothing in 
the Constitution should be con- 
strued as prohibiting state aid. 
The legal question involved seem- 
ingly is whether this refers only 
to general state revenues, or 
whether it also includes road 
funds collected for a specific pur- 
pose. 

In outlining the plan, the Gov- 
ernor told the committee that he 


had reconvened it after its work | 


appeared to have been completed 
only because he had become con- 
vinced, after “counting noses” in 
the House committee, that it 
would not report favorably on the 
plan submitted by the committee. 
Without some sort of revamping 
of the road program, he said, it 
appeared that nothing would be 
accomplished. 

Before going before the commil- 
tee, the Governor said that it was 
his purpose to lay before it all the 
objections of county judges and 
farm organizations which had 
been presented at public hearings 
held by the House Committee. 

Most of the objections were that 
the county judges saw no assur- 
ance in the plan that their coun- 
ties would participate.

4-Year-Old Liquor to Double 
Stock on Hand, Maybe 
Dampen Prices. 


WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP)— 
The first wave of post-war-made 
whisky will nearly double the na- 
tion’s “aged” stock this fali—put- 
ting a damper on prices. 

Whisky distilled after V-J day 
then will begin reaching the age 
of four years, meeting the in- 
dustry’s description of “aged” 
and qualifying for bottled-in-bond 
labels. 

The fall production of four-year- 
‘old whisky will be about 51,000,000 
gallons, Internal Revenue Bureau 
records showed today. Total stocks 
of aged whisky on hand now are 
only about 55,000,000 gallons.

Some of the new four-year-old 
whisky will be left in the barrel 
for still further aging, of course, 
but the effect of the rest on sup- 
ply quantities and consequently 
on the price situation already has 
cast shadows before it. 

Some leading whisky concerns 
recently trimmed prices on certain 
brands and also came out with 
new brands of -aged straight 
whiskies priced under previous 
levels and aimed at competition 
with prime blended spirits. 


Industry representatives, how- 


/l}ever, warn against any expecta- 


tion of a “drastic” reduction in 
retail prices. They contend that 
heavy taxes are enough to prevent 
that, to say nothing of higher 
postwar production and storage 
costs. 

For example, one representative 
told a reporter, in some places 
federal and state-local taxes to- 
gether account for as much as $2 
or more of the retail price of a 
bottle of 86.8 proof blended whisky 
selling for $3.75. The federrl ex- 
cise tax alone would be $1.56. 

Aged whisky and bottled-in-bond 
goods have been relatively scarce 
for a long time because during the 
war the distilling industry con- 
centrated on*«turning out indus- 
trial alcohol. No whisky was 
made in 1943 or part of 1944.

It was recognized in the discus- 
gions that congestion of people 
and traffic downtown and in its 
environs, and the obsolescence of 
property in the older areas, are 
basic causes of decentralization. 
Further, it was recognized that 
gome decentralization was inevit- 
able. The question was, how to 
control it. Suggested tools of con- 
trol included careful application of 
zoning, building regulations, major 
highway access, building setback 
lines and kindred things. 

Requirement in St. Louis. 

For metropolitan St. Louis, ap- 
plication of such controls obvious- 
ly requires official authority for 
planning for the entire district, 
instead of the present hodge-podge 
of city, suburban and county zon- 
ing and planning, with its marked 
variations in provisions and en- 
forcement, and with some areas 
under no effective control. 

Outstanding among the cen- 
ters of decentralized business are 
the rapidly growing, high-value 
section around the courthouse at 
Clayton, the “smart” shopping dis- 
trict in the vicinity of Maryland 
and Euclid avenues, and the 
roomy, attractive mass - appeal 
store and office community around 
Hampton avenue and Chippewa 
street. Numerous other such cen- 
ters are developing. 

* St. Louis is also notable for 
the widespread development of 
suburban and semi-rural residen- 
tial areas, many of which re- 
create the congestion of the older 
city, and most of which bring 
problems in provision of such 
things as sewers, water mains, 
streets, sidewalks, bus routes, 
electric and gas lines, mail serv- 
ice and delivery of goods. The 
motor age has rolled urban boun- 
daries outward, drifting over poli- 
tical boundaries but leaving a 
political maze in greater St. Louis. 
Gen. Fleming's View. 

“we all know the kind of con- 
gestion we are seeking to cure is 
more than @ mere population 
problem — decentralization alone 
cannot provide the answer,” the 
planners were told by Maj. Gen. 
Philip B. Fleming, administrator 
of the Federal Works Agency. 
-“Solutions lie in a proper under- 
standing of the functions of cities 
as centers of production and dis- 
tribution and as centers of neigh- 
borhood and community living. 
Redesign of our central business 
districts, industrial and residen- 
tial areas is necessary both in 
the public interest and to avoid 
the slow strangulation of com- 
merce and industry. There is 
still a widespread tendency to rely 
largely upon the replacement of 
rundown obsolete properties with 
new structures. In my view, this 
does not promise any lasting 
cure, not while related and under- 
lying problems remain unsolved. 

“More rapid _ transportation 
from home to work has stimu- 
lated the outward movement of 
higher income groups to suburban 
areas, thus sharpening the con- 
trast with decaying properties in 
central city areas. In restoring 
these properties to appropriate 
use we dare not forget that the 
very existence of the central busi- 
ness section which they fringe is 
jeopardized by overburdened traf- 
fic lanes connecting the business 
section and the outlying residen- 
tial areas. 

“To ignore this inseparable re- 
lationship is to invite an early 
repetition of the very evils we 
are set out to cure. If we merely 
undertake to clear slums and 
blighted areas we will create 
islands of redevelopment which 
cannot withstand the contagious 
paralysis surrounding them — de- 
cay will creep in. 

Sound Planning Advocated First. 

“The first step toward perma- 
ment urban redevelopment is 
sound planning. And such plan- 
ning must reckon with both pres- 
ent and future traffic volumes. 
Motor vehicle registrations were 
approximately 40,700,000 at the 
end of 1948. According to conserv- 
ative estimates, the next 10 years 
may see 50,000,000 motorists on

“No downtown merchant,” he 
remarked, “would stand still for 
any scheme which proposed a re- 
duction of pedestrians, their po- 
tential customers, and certainly no 
one has ever seen a Ford enter a 
store and buy a pair of nylons.” 

He concluded that the answer 
was to make proper provision for 
adequate bus and streetcar serv- 
ice, improve streets within their 
present confines and provide con- 
venient parking facilities around, 
but not in, the central business 
district, 

Somg persons hold that “down- 
town” is obsolete and “its affairs 
can be uccommodated in a dis- 
persed pattern of outlying com- 
munity centers to greater advan- 
tage,” Kincaid noted. Such sub- 
urban development already has 
occurred in some metropolitan 
centers such as Chicago, he con- 
tinued, adding: 

“Ironically enough, problems of 
congestion are plaguing these 
areas almost as much as in the 
Loop. The newer regional shop- 
ping centers, on the other hand, 
are taking full advantage of past 
mistakes. They are being planned 
with great care, both as to physi- 
cal and financial organization. 
The structures are harmonious in 
architectural treatment and the 
surrounding areas are efficiently 
planned for circulation and park- 
ing of vehicles. In many instances, 
the use of trees and landscaping 
also plays an important part in 
attracting customers. 

“Downtown areas in most cities 
lack these qualities. They contain 
a hodge-podge of architectural 
styles. Space is at a premium for 
every purpose, and planted areas 
are conspicuous by their absence, 
except for an occasional court- 
house square or park.” 

Cities, he declared, cannot afford 
to abandon their downtown dis- 
tricts. 

Need for Headquarters. 

“Right or wrong,” he explained, 
“the entire community structure 
and the major framework of serv- 
ices are focused upon the original 
central district. Furthermore, 
there will always be a need for a 
headquarters for urban affairs, 
just as there is a need for a front 
office in any large corporation. 
The convenience and necessity 
of interchange of activities be- 
tween many forms of business can 
best be conducted where such busi- 
hesses are not widely separated. 

“Yet there are a number of 
companies, some nationally known, 
that have built fine offices out of 
and away from the downtown dis-

Legally, Taiwan’s future hinges 
on the signing of a peace treaty 
with Japan. In the meantime, in 
keeping with the Cairo declara- 
tion which promised Taiwan to 
China, the Chinese have ruled the 
island. 

But now the Kuomintang party 
diehards here are preparing to 
make the island autonomous, They 
want to free themselves from the 
terms of any peace deal Acting 
President Li Tsung-jen may make 
with the Chinese Communists. If 


Taiwan for all the wealth it could

1. Eighty-six per cent of the 3000 liv- 
ing graduates of the Missouri School of 
Mines want House Bill No. 82 passed, 
to emancipate the school from the 
University of Missouri. They so in- 
formed Representative B. H. Rucker, au- 
thor of the bill—and that is one of the 
principal reasons why he introduced it. 
An overwhelming majority of. those 
graduates who live within Missouri have 
so reacted. 

2. Ninety-eight per cent of the 2500 
campus students at Rolla want it passed. 
In a poll they so informed Representa- 
tive Rucker. 

3. Topmost inspecting engineers of the 
nation, who have examined the engineer- 
ing work and facilities both at Rolla 
and at Columbia—have reported their 
findings to the national agency which 
accredits all American engineering 
schools scholastically—and have ex- 
pressed the ardent desire that House 
Bill 82 shall become law. 

4. Passage of the bill will place on the 
Rolla campus a responsible, on-the- 
ground official (the director) who does 
mot live 90 miles away. He can be in 
direct contact with students and facul- 
ty, and give the institution that on-the- 
spot attention it so sorely needs. His sal- 
ary would be more than saved by the 
eliminatidbn of the multitude of telephone 
messages that now pass from Columbia 
to Rolla. 

5. The tape can come off the mouths 
of the professors at Rolla, who are now 
muffled, afraid to speak their thoughts 
for fear of losing their jobs—as the five 
other veteran professors did last June. 


6. The university claims that, under 
the bill, it could not give Rolla gradu- 
ates “university degrees.” That is whol- 
ly refuted by Article 23 of Chapter 72, 
1939 Missouri Revised Statutes, which 
compels the curators to give Rolla boys 
degrees.and diplomas in mining, metal- 
lurgy, science, and in civil, chemical, 
electrical, and mechanical engineering.

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Gen. Draper’s Speech 


Former Under Secretary of the Army Willidm 
H. Draper Jr., made at least half a dozen solid 
points in his Army day address before the St. 
Louis Military Order of World Wars. 

Though an Army man, Gen. Draper came out 
strongly for a change over from military to 
civilian control in Germany. His soundly-stated 
case for assumption of responsibility by the 
State Department may be summarized as 
follows: 

After V-E day, only a disciplined military or- 
ganization could grapple with the desperate 
plight of the defeated German people. That 
situation existed for a year or more of the oc- 
cupation. Internal crisis ts now past. The prob- 
lems which remain are largely diplomatic. The 
State Department should take’ over, eliminate 
the Army channel of communications, and work 
in Germany through its own Civilian High Com- 
missioner. Spot decisions then would be made 
by the representative of the Cabinet department 
responsible for foreign policy rather than by a 
commander in a military organization whose 
first concerns inevitably are security and 
defense. 

Gen. Draper was equally right in his assertion 
that American military personnel must stay in 
Europe as long as necessary to demonstrate that 
this country will not go back on its international 
obligations. The maintenance of the airlift to 
Berlin, now blockaded by the Russians for vir- 
tually a year, is evidence that we are willing to 
pay what it costs to make good on our responsi- 
bilities to the German people. _ 

And he was right, too, when he cited the un- 
fortunate clamor to “get Johnny home” in those 
first weeks after the close of hostilities. That 
thoughtless though understandable demand re- 
duced our powerful military organization to a 
shadow of itself in a few months. As our troops 
rushed for home, the Communists began to won- 
der whether we might not abandon Europe alto- 
gether, as we did after World War I. It could 
well be that the American exodus was a strong 
factor in the Russian decision to wage cold war 
against us. 

Turning to the status of our defense organi- 
zation at home, Gen. Draper properly put the 
national welfare above service affiliation. He 
called for greater progress in the unification of 
the Army, Navy and Air Force and for a much 
strengthened hand for the Secretary of Defense. 
This lessens the organizational role of the Army 
through the historic War Department, which 
ranked third to only the Departments of State 
and Treasury, but it is vital to unification. 

The Army day speaker hit every one of these 
nails squarely on the head. The American mili- 
tary machine will be stronger and the peace of 
the world that much more secure when all these 
points become established policy—and practice. 
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What to Da With the Hope Diamond

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Question for Gen. Bradley 


There was one point in Gen. Bradley’s New 
York speech which we would like to see him 
elaborate on. He denied it would be impossible 
to stop Russia from conquering all Europe if it 
chose. If that were done, it is argued, the best 
the United States could do would be to strike 
back wilh air power and eventually lead a lib- 
erating invasion army. 

Gen. Bradley said such strategy would breed 
despair among potential allies in Europe. And 
well it might. It is a frightful idea that some 
day we might be called upon to rain bombs on 
Paris, Brussels and The Hague and visit another 
wreckage on Rotterdam, Brest and Cherbourg. 
It is a frightful idea that an invasion army might 
have to cut another wide path of destruction in 
Western Europe. 

It is to prevent such happenings, of course, 
that we originated the Atlantic Pact and are 
now preparing to furnish arms to Western Eu- 
rope so it can defend itself. Those members of 
Congress who are complaining about the trans- 
fer of arms might ponder the matter in this 
light. 

But it is going to take time to furnish tanks, 
heavy artillery and other machinery of war. 
Meantime, what is to prevent Russia, if it de- 
cided on a desperate maneuver, from marching 
to the Channel and, as it were, holding Western 
Europe in hostage? That is a thought which has 
been expressed by military men, and it is a 
thought that often causes civilians to shudder. 

The Russians are reputed to have many troops 
in Eastern Germany and conceivably they could 
quickly be moved toward the Atlantic. None of 
the Western European nations now has the 
means of stopping them. We don’t mean to 
sound alarmist, but we would like to know in 
detail what comforting ideas Gen. Bradley has 
in rebuttal. 


The Glory Departs From Zion 

Henceforth Zion City’s claim to distinction 
will be that it is exactly half-way between Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee. Otherwise, it is going to 
be just another little Midwestern town, bleaker 
than most. All week, its 6555 people are going 
to work in the lace factory and on Sunday they 
are going to the movies just like anybody else. 

But it was not always that way. When the 
century and Zion were new, its name was heard 
around the world. That was because of its 

. founder and the founder of the Christian Catho- 
lic Apostolic Church in Zion, John Alexander 
Dowie. This violent and vituperative evangelist 
from Australia called plenty of attention to the 
town when, in venerable beard and flowing 
gown, he preached sensational sermons against 
alcohol, tobacco, theaters, dance halls, drug 
stores, physicians, pork and secret societies. 

The Messenger of the Covenant, he called 
himself, also Elijah the Restorer, the First 
Apostle and the Overseer of Zion. He was an 
hypnotic spellbinder in the days when oratory 
was in flower. So after founding his church in 
1896, he built this haven for its members. He 
owned everything in the place, and he was not 
accountable to anybody for anything. All his 
followers had to.do was to come to prayer when 
the whistle sounded. . 

In the fall of 1903, he decided to increase 
their number by heading a missionary expedi- 
tion to New York. He got together 3000 mis- 
sionaries and they traveled east in 10 special 
trains. But even then Babylon on the Hudson 


was addicted to its fleshpots, and showed no 
position to conversion. — 2 - 

There was murmuring in Zion because the ex- 
pedition had cost $300,000. Dowie. suffered a 
stroke and was taken to Jamaica. Then Wilbur 
Glenn Voliva, one of his associates, headed a 
revolt. Dowie came back to try.te regain his 
domain through the courts while, Véliva, a muinj- 
ature John L. Lewis in’ appearance, tried to 
keep things going. He got attentiog, but little 
support, by preaching that the world is flat. By 
the time he died in 1942 that doctrine was as 
unattractive as the ban on tobacco, begr, doctors 
and movies. And iow Zion has voted to repeal 
its remaining “blue laws.” 

Zion’s history remains as a record of one of 
America’s many unorthodox religious cults, one 
of those fervent addities over which H. L. 
Mencken chuckles. But from now on, Zion is 
going to be just another Midwestern town—but, 
of course, the only one which is exactly half- 
way between Milwaukee and Chicago. 
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Marshall Plan for U. S. Ships? 


A hard-bitten congressional bloc, accustomed * 


to doing the bidding of lobbyists, 1s insisting 
that 50 per cent of all aid shipped to Europe be 
carried in American vessels. This is an even 
tougher requirement than the existing one, so. 


there is some hope that it may be lowered by- 


compromise. But it is a condition which should 
be cut loose altogether from Marshall plan ap- 
propriations. It means a waste of American 
money, a waste of ECA officials’ time and a 
kind of kick-back from the nations weare trying 
to help. 

American shipping rates are considerably 
higher than world rates. So the mandatory use 
of American bottoms means not only a subsidy 
to American shipping interests, but also that 
much less money for machiriery and the other 
essentials of European recovery. 

The existing rule—to which ECA Adminis- 


trator Hoffman strenuously objects—has been — 


interpreted as applying only to shipments di- 
rectly from the United States to Europe. But 
the pressure boys want to apply it to all ship- 
ments. Thus if Marshall plan dollars are used 
to buy Argentine wheat or meat, they would 
have half of this carried in expensive American 
ships. 

If this becomes the rule, it will be a serious 
handicap to Europe’s maritime nations—espe- 
cially Great Britain—which always have de- 
pended on their shipping business for a consid- 
erable part of their national income. After 
their severe wartime losses, they need this busi- 
ness now more than ever. Sincé the object of 
American policy is their speedy economic recov- 
ery, it just does not make sense arbitrarily to 
deprive them of it just now. 

In this matter, the general welfare of the 
Western world ought to get more attention than 
the lobbying of American shipping interests. 
The Marshall plan was not adopted for their 
fattening. 
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The Alsops Discover Forrest Donnell 

The Alsop brothers have made what appar- 
ently seems to them an original discovery; 
namely, that Senator Donnell of Missouri has a 
legalistic mind. He is now training this mind on 
the Atlantic Pact, where he perceives the trees 
but not the woods. But the Alsops so far have 
had only a taste of Senator Donnell’s passion for 
technicalities. Wait till the Sage of Webster 
Groves really gets to work to show how the At- 
lantic Pact violates the Constitution! That will 
give the Alsops a brand-new intellectfial 
experience. 
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Splendid Job in Belleville 

Citizens of Belleville deserve a hand for their 
vigorous municipal housecleaning. ' 

Nine months ago underworld pressures in 
Belleville were so strong that Fred G. Saeger, 
then Chief of Police, killed himself. His sons 
said in a public statement that the “sole reason 
of his death” was because he brooded over “the 
demand by certain city officials that he permit 
commercialized gambling.” 

Belleville citizens clearly made up their minds 
to oust those “certain city officials,’ whoever 
they might have been. They not only over- 
whelmed Mayor Ernst Tiemann, but elected 22 
of the 23 candidates who ran with the clean-up 
candidate, H. V. Calhoun, former superintendent 
of Belleville city schools. In a three-way race, 
Mr. Calhoun, a political novice, got more votes 
than his opponents combined. 

Mayor Tiemann, it will be remembered, was 
indicted for malfeasance in office through fail- 
ure to suppress open gambling. The case against 
him did not go to trial: because the indictment 
was dismissed. Apparently, the Belleville voters 
decided they could do a job of dismissing, too. 

Not the least wholesome aspect of the election 
is the fact that 75 per cent of the registered 
vote went to the polls. That is a proportion sel- 
dom attained in this country. It speaks well 
for Belleville and the results show what can hap- 
pen when citizens take up that most powerful of 
all weapons—the free ballot. 
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One Bill Passed and Signed 


Though Missouri’s legislators have been in 
session at Jefferson. City for more than three 
months, the first bill to bear Gov. Smith’s sig- 
nature has just now become effective. It is an 
emergency measure which appropriates $3,126,- 
157 for state welfare agencies and institutions, 
required to keep these going between now and 
the start of the new fiscal year, July 1. One of 
the items is more than a half million dollars 
additional for dependent children. 

‘Since this appropriation was urgently needed, 
its passage is little enough of a record for three 
months of legislative meetings. It is true that 
many important measures are in the hands of 
committees. It is also true that some have been 
perfected or passed by one chamber or the other. 
Yet the pace is slow. Now that the odd-year 
local elections have been held, there is no ex- 
cuse for not getting down to business. The work 
of the Sixty-fifth General Assembly of Missouri 
is still before its members. 
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Right Decision on Jobless Pay 

There can be little question about the decision 
of the Illinois State Division of Unemployment 
Compensation not to pay jobless compensation 
to the 6000 members of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, who followed John L. Lewis’ 
two-week holiday order. That was a-cessation of 
work, called by one man, for reasons which he 
alone knew best. The work was available. It 
was Lewis’ responsibility and the miners’ that 
they did not take it. Were unemployment com- 
pensation to be paid out for every such work 
stoppage, a meritorious protection against genu- 
ine unemployment weuld be made ridiculous, if 
not in time altogether discredited.

Friends Behind the Soviet Curtain

It is important to distinguish between the Government and the peo-

In Boston Winston Churchill referred to 
his Fulton speech of three years ago but 
he did not mention thé “iron curtain,” the 
phrase he originated at that time. One rea- 
son may be that the curtain is not quite 
sO opaque as it was. 

This is not to say that the outside world 
knows any more than it ever did about 
what goes on inside the Kremlin. The wild 
and contradictory guesses on the current 
changes in the high 
command are. the 
best proof that there 
are no peepholes in 
the thick walls of 
that fortress. 


But we do know 
more about life and 
conditions under So- 
viet rule. In the last 
three years news 
and people have 
trickled through and 
out of the border 
states in a widening 
stream. Nearly every- 
where in Europe to- Winston Churchill 
day you meet a sprin- 
kling of Russians among the fugitive 
Czechs, Poles, Hungarians and Romanians 
who have evaded the frontier guards along 
the Great Divide. It is not so easy to keep 
secrets in the Soviet sphere as it was in 


‘the Soviet Union; the farther the curtain 


extends the harder it is to nail it down. 


From these fresh witnesses and a va- 
riety of other leaks the reporter hears 
mych that confirms Mr. Churchill’s theory 
that the admittedly able men in the Soviet 
Union have acted,to unite the free world 
against them because “they fear the friend- 
ship of the West more than its hostility” 
and for the sake of their own self-preserva- 
tion “cannot afford to allow free and friend- 
ly intercourse to grow up between the vast 
areas they control and the civilizations of 
the West.” 

Certainly anyone who has ever been in 
Soviet Russia or who encounters outside 
the latest Russian exiles, most’ of them 
products of the Soviet system and there- 
fore bewlidered and curious strangers in 
the outer world—a little like men from 
Mars—knows how friendly and open-mind- 
ed the Russian people are by nature. 


Years ago, before suspicion and hatred 
of the United States became a policy, the 
writer recalls the warmth and excitement 
of the peasants in a collective village who 
followed her around all day to hear about 
“dear America.” The experience was al- 
most duplicated this year in a border coun- 
try, when a runaway young Red Army man 
suggested they had not changed much by 
relating how wistfully the people in his 
home village talked of Americans they had 
once met. They were “homesick for free- 
dom,” he said.

It is significant that there is more em- 
phasis now than ever before on the dis- 
tinction between the Russian people and 
the Soviet Government. No passage in Mr. 
Churchill’s speech received more applause 
than the statement that “we have no hos- 
tility to the Russian people.” 


The striking fact is that nobody has; no 
nation in history was ever so completely 
absolved of blame for the acts and aims of 
its rulers. Even the Communist party and 
the Komsomols, that army of husky youth 
nearly, 9,000,000 strong, are not held re- 
sponsible for the policies of the little group 
on top which speaks and thinks for them 
all. ‘ 


Ernst Reuter, Mayor of Berlin, made the 
same point as Mr. Churchill in speaking at 
a luncheon given in his honor in New 
York. -Dr. Reuter spent ntuch time in Rus- 
sia in his early years; he speaks Russian 
and today has exceptional opportunities to 
see and hear of what is happening behind 
the curtain, Berlin is the big sieve through 
which news of the West goes east and news 
of the East goes west. 


On the basis of his knowledge of the 
Russians and his experience on the barri- 
cades, Dr. Reuter begged his audience not 
to make the mistake of confusing the “in- 
nocent” people with their Government. If 
the Russian people could have participated 
in the great resistance rally of the people 
of Berlin before the Reichstag last Septem- 
ber, “I am sure they would have been on 
our side against their masters,” he said. 


The Atlantic pact, like the Marshall 
plan, to which it is the supplement, is one 
w of strengthening free nations to re- 
sist the threat of aggression. But neither 
pact nor plan is the only way of dealing 
with Russia. Stepping up the effort to 
break through reflects a growing convic- 
tion among policymakers that there is a 
growing restlessness on the other side. 
This conviction stems from more informa- 
tion of what is going on. 


It does not mean that there are signs 
organized underground, 
such as existed in Poland under Nazi oc- 
cupation, or the slightest chance of rebel- 
lion. Risings against totalitarian dictator- 
ships are practically impossible. But the 
urge for liberation from tyranny is a force 
that any event could unleash—an open 
break in the Kremlin leadership, for in- 
stance, or a series of splits in the satellite 
regimes. Strength and freedom in the 
West are other factors that could upset the 
balance of the Soviet Empire. 


At any rate, fostering and keeping alive 
the spirit of the people on the other side 
of the Iron Curtain are as important for 
a well-rounded policy as organizing resist- 
ance on ‘this side.

Effective Than Is Usual in 
Student Productions.

The reorganized Workshop of 
the St. Louis Opera Guild pre- 
sented its initial productions to 
an audience of about 800 last 
night in the Hanley Junior High 
School Auditorium of University 
City. Wolf-Ferrari’s “Secret of 
Suzanne” and Mascagni’s “Caval- 
leria Rusticana” constituted the 
opening bill and the performances 
of both reflected an intensive pre- 
liminary training and intelligent 
direction by Edward Murphy, the 
conductor; Bernard Ferguson, 
artistic director, and their several 
associates, 

The chorus and practically all 
of the principals were pupils of 22 
voice teachers in the St. Louis 
area but the general level of the 
productions in both their dramatic 
integration and their ‘vocal ef- 
fectiveness was certainly much 
above the expected standard of a 
student demonstration. This was 
particularly true of “Cavalleria,” 
which was sung in Italian. The 
performance was well timed and 
forcefully executed. 

Peggy Phyllis, who undertook 
the role of Santuzza at short no- 
tice, gave a strong dramatic im- 
petus to her part and the whole 
opera. A vital temperament and 
a handsome appearance were her 
chief assets and her voice, though 
not well projected at any intensity 
below a forte, took on power and 
passion in all the climatic mo- 
ments.

Abolishes Separate Days 
—Snyder Warns 
Against. Defense Costs 
‘Crippling Economy.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 7 (UP)— 
Defense Secretary Louis Johnson 
struck a new blow for unification 
of the armed services last night 


by abolishing the separate celebra- 
tions of Army day, Navy day, Ma- 
rine day and Air Force day. 
Instead, he ordered, all of the 
services henceforth will do their 
parading and speechmaking to- 


day.” 

His announcement was issued at 
the close of Army day, only a few 
hours after President Truman and 
Johnson reviewed an hour-long 
‘march down Constitution avenue. 
_ The date for the “unified” Armed 
‘Forces day has not yet been se- 
lected, Johnson said. Truman per- 
| sonally approved the move, he 
, said, and legislation will soon be 
submitted to Congress to establish 
the new holiday.

/made for large-scale, off-street 
parking facilities on the fringe of 
‘the central business district. The 
‘most common proposal, he re- 
lated, has been for the city to buy 
\the sites and build the facilities, 
and turn them, over to private 
‘management for operation, with 
the city’s expense borne by reve- 


‘nue bonds payable only from in- |

“A broadened concept of the 
parking facility should recognize 
it as an integrated part of the 
highway system, constructed and 
financed in like manner. It is 
hardly rational to build expensive 
thoroughfares and expressways, as 
is being done in a number of 
cities, and not build adequate 
facilities for the storage of the 
‘vehicles after they have reached 
a central destination.”

Court Orders Navy to Explain 


RUSSIA FEEDING | 
IRAN PROPAGANDA 
IN STRONG. DOSES

Discharged Man 


NEW YORK, April 7 (UP)— 
The United States Navy was or- 
dered today to explain in United 
States District Court at Brooklyn 
tomorrow why it thinks it can 
give a mana discharge and then 
take it back, even though it was 
issued by mistake. 

A Navy spékesman said “the 
Navy made a mistake, that’s all. 
The Navy admits it made a mis- 
take, But the mgn has been or- 
dered back to complete his service. 
The case is closed.” 

No, said Judge Leo F. Rayfiel. 
He issued a writ of habeas corpus 
ordering the Navy to produce Jo- 
seph William Cash of Brooklyn in 
his court fomorrow and explain 
why the Navy fireman is being 
held against his wishes after he 
had been discharged from service. 

The Navy says the trouble re- 
sulted from two men named 
Joseph William Cash landing in 
the brig at the same time. One 
was a fireman. The other a sea- 


man.

landed in the brig for being 14 
hours A.W.0.L. A few days later 
Seaman Cash was thrown in the 
brig until the papers could be 
made out for his bad-conduct 


discharge. 

On March 28 Fireman Cash was 
informed that the discharge he 
had been expecting was ready and 
that he was free to leave the 
Navy. Fireman Cash had served 
in the Navy during the war and 
re-enlisted last June, so he knew 
the’ old maxim “keep your mouth 
shut.” 

It took several days for the 
Navy to discover that the wrong 
Cash had been discharged, but it

To describe these 
weapons as constituting a menace 
to the Soviet Union is hardly ac- 
curate. 
Some Direct Lies. 

Accompanying this press cam-' 
paign, however, the Soviet press 
and radio proceed from inaccurate 
interpretations to direct lies. The 
American military missions are 
accused, for example, of “super- 
vising the building of fortresses” 
in Iran, and above all of “prepar- 
ing air bases to attach the Soviet 
Union.” I saw one such “air base” 
when I was in Iran last spring. It 
was a strip of soft sand, not even 
rolled, on which an empty C-47 
had just cracked up. Yet it had 
been described by the Russian 


radio not a week before as a 
“huge concrete air field on which 


the heaviest United States bom 
ers can land.” In flames, the 
broadcaster should have added. 


As a matter of fact there are 
only two good landing fields .in 
all of Iran—the commercial . field 
at Tehran, of limited capacity, 
and the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co.’s 
field at Abadan, way down by. the 
Persian Gulf. For the rest, there 
are just a few landing strips in 
very bad repair. 

Well, anyway, now this Soviet 
propaganda is being revived .and 
whipped into a fine crimson froth. 
Now we have frontier incidents, . 
And now the people in the border 
provinces of Iran are being told 
to rise up and fight, and promised 
Soviet help. This may be just-an- 
other Soviet trial balloon, or. it 
may be something else. ne

As eastern industry grows, the

wher there was neither political 
‘nor national economic freedom. 
The second was the period of 
‘Woodrow Wilson, when central 
| Europe broke up into free states, 
‘politically free and economically 
bound onl by industrial loans 
from western Europe and -the 
United States. 


The third was the period of 
Hitler, when the western loans 
went into default and Schacht’s 
Nazi economy took over while the 
apparatus of political freedom re- 
mained. 


| Today there reigns in the Bal- 
kans the age of Stalin, when the 
‘states are geographically indepen- 
‘dent but politically welded into 
‘one. The age of Stalin is marked 
'by a new freedom for the na- 
| tional industrial economy and a 
‘slavery transcending all others for 
the economy of the individual.

In preparation for making Tai- 
wan a haven, right-wing National- 
ists have maneuvered the transfer 
to the island of most of the Chi- 
nese air force and units of the 
Chinese navy. The port of Kaoh- 
siung, in southern Taiwan, is 
jammed with crated Mosquito 
fighter-bomber planes from Can- 
ada, intended for China but re- 
routed to this island. Entire ship- 
loads of aviation gasoline have 
been stockpiled at convenient 
points on the island. 

Some factories in the Shanghai 
area have been stripped and the 
machine tools and parts sent to 
Taiwan, where many stand rusting 
on railway sidings. Shipments ar- 
riving include plants presented to 
China by UNRRA after the war. 
Not long ago, an LST brought one 
of ex-Premier T. V. Soong’s entire 
cotton factories from Tsingtao. 

Since the war, Taiwan has had 
its own currency which was 
pegged to the mainland dollar. 
Now, apparently in preparation 
for autonomy, local officials are 
trying to stabilize the rapidly de- 
preciating Taiwan dollar and free 
it from ties to China’s Nationalist 
currency. The move is one of a 
general trend toward severing the 
island’s economic links with 
| China. | 
| In establishing themselves on 
|Taiwan, the “last-ditch” Chinese 
Nationalists are banking heavily 
on direct and indirect United 
States assistance. They feel that 
at least temporarily, through con- 
trol of much of the Chinese air 
force and navy, combined with the 
troops on the island, they can re- 
pulse any Communist attack from 
the mainland. In time they are 
convinced the Americans for 
purely selfish defensive reasons 
will feel compelled to support thier 
control of Taiwan. 

Many of these men now running 
Taiwan were once the most pow- 
erful “wheels” in the Chinese Na- 
tionalist Government. This is es- 
pecially true of the ultra-conserva- 
tive “CC Clique,” which is strongly 
represented among the Kuomin- 
tang party brass here. The one 
factor these men, in practice, seem 
to have left out of their thinking 
is how will the Taiwanese people 
themselves take all of this? And 
at least in any long-range calcula- 
tion of the future here, the atti- 
tude of the Taiwanese would ap. 
pear to be decisive.

THEW YORK MAYOR 


GETS ULTIMATUM 
FROM CAB UNION 


Strike Leaders Assail 
‘Depredations’ by Po- 
lice, Threaten Report 
on Betrayal. 


NEW YORK, April 7 (AP) — 
Leaders of the New York taxicab 
strike issued an ,ultimatum to 
Mayor Wililam O’Dwyer today to 
have the police department halt 
alleged “depredations” against 
strikers. 

The Mayor immediately told 
high police officers to alert their 
‘men assignei to strike duty to 
“protect the lives and property of 
the people.” 

The union—the Taxi Workers 
Organizing Committee, a unit of 
the catch-all District 50 of John 
L. Lewis’s United Mine Workers 
—said that unless the Mayor acted 
within. five hours they would 
make public a documented report 
of a “disgraceful betrayal of the 
‘little citizens’ of the city.” 
O’Dwyer declared “there will be 
no change in the police arrange- 
ments.” 

The ultimatum was given the 
Mayor as police announced that 
almost 80 per cent of the normal 
number of taxis were in operation 
on the seventh day of the strike. 

Large taxicab company opera- 
tors claim the strike is broken, 
but the union contends it is 80 
per cent effective. 

The union has ended its efforts 
to keep the 4981 owner-driven 
taxicabs idle. It said, however, it 
would intensify its strike against 
the 6529 fleet-operated taxicabs. 

Despite previous déclarations 
that “not a wheel will roll,” the 
union said it had “released” the 
independents from the strike: 

The announcement came short- 
ly after an organization of owner- 
drivers said it had started a $3,- 
000,000 damage suit against the 
union “for preventing free exer- 
cise of business activities” and on 
other charges. Lewis was made a 
defendant. 

The union said there was no 
connection between the “release” 
of the owner-drivers and the suit. 

The union is seeking wage in- 
creases, a closed shop and other 
benefits. 


| PAY UNTOUCHED FOUR YEARS 


WEST CHESTER, Pa. April 
7 (AP)—The $6201 estate left by 
Harry G. Lamborn consists en- 
tirely of money in unopened pay 
envelopes.

WASHINGTON, April 7—World 
Communism ‘will make an all-out 
effort to win the civil] war in 
Greece this year, the Central Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Greek 
Communist party declares in a 
formal statement of the party’s 
program for 1949 which has been 
received here. Help from Com- 
munist parties and regimes out- 
side Greece will play a decisive 
part in this effort, the Greek party 
program asserts. 

The Central Executive Commit- 
tee condemns, in one section of 
its program, party members who 
have expressed doubts that Greek 
Communists alone are strong 
enough to win the ciyil war with- 
out “direct military help from 
abroad.” 

The committee sets up a five- 
point military program for this 
year, as follows: 

“(1) We. must intensify our ac- 
tivity all over the country and 
prevent and paralyze all enemy 
military preparations. 

“(2) We must safeguard all lib- 
erated territories in northern 
Greece and try to expand them by 
occupying important urban cen- 
ters. 

“(3) We must face and with- 
stand all enemy attacks in Rou- 
meli and Thessaly, and try to wear 
out the enemy in these areas. We 


of the area. 

“(4). We must repulse the Mon- 
archo-Fascist (i.e. government) of- 
fensive in the Peloponnesus and 
create a ‘second front’ in the 
enemy rear which will thwart his 
general strategic plans and Pper- 
spectives. ) 

“(5). We must intensify the ac- 
tivities of our Sixth and Seventh 
Divisions and increase our pres- 
sure on the city of Salonika.” 

Other Points Outlined, 

In order to accomplish these 
results, the Greek guerrillas must 
take the following measures, the 
central executive committee de- 
clares: 

“1. We must build up a reserve 
force in each area according to 
our plans. 

“2. We must raise the morale 
of the democratic army. Looting 
and excesses must be severely pun- 
ished. All unnecessary damage 
must be avoided. Poor craftsmen 
must not be treated the same way 
as industrialists. Our attitude to- 
ward enemy soldiers must change 
for the better. 

“3. We must perfect our fight- 
ing methods and | the Stalin- 
ist military science. e must im- 
prove our tactics and avoid the 
mistakes made in the battles of 
Edessa, Sofades and Sikovik. 

“4. We must insure the flow of 
necessary supplies for the demo- 
cratic army. . 

“5. We must introduce a stricter

“6. We must train our troops 
better.” 

The primary aim of the Com- 
munist-led forces in Greece in 
1948 was “to exhaust the Mon- 
archo-Fascist army in order to

To achieve this, “we must se- 
cure the necessary equipment for 
the democratic army, and all 
other essential supplies,” the com- 
mittee asserts. “We must secure 
the indispensable fire-power.” 

The committee leaves no doubt 
on the question where these sup- 
plies must and will come from— 
Communist parties and regimes in 
other countgies. 

“Our influence grew (during 
1948),” the party program says. 
“In the peagple’s democracies we 
found great and whole-hearted 
support, without which we could 
not have made progress.”

West led the ace and another 
diamond. Declarer then led the 
spade jack from dummy. East 
ducked, and when declarer saw 
West show out, he,apparently con- 
cluded that further trump-draw- 
ing would be dangerous. In any: 
case, he led a low heart to the ace 
and finessed the heart jack 
through West. East took the 
trick, cashed the trump ace, then 
played his last diamond. To con- 
serve his own trump length, de- 
clarer ruffed this trick in dummy; 
then, not wanting to give up the 
chance to finesse for the club king, 
he tried to enter the closed hand 
with a heart. East ruffed in and 
exited with a trump. At the end, 
South had to give up a club trick, 
and the penalty was 1000 points. 

It is hard to understand why 
South should have been so upset 
by the 5-0 break of trumps. Surely 
East could not have more than 
three diamonds— West scarcely 
could have made his vulnerable 
overcall on less than a six-card 
suit, since he had so little (if any- 
thing) on the side. So South was 
in no danger of being “pumped” 
too often by opposing diamond 
leads. There was no sense in “go- 
ing fishing” for the heart queen; 
South should ‘have led another 
trump. East would naturally duck 
again, but: South could then take 
the club finesse. It would lose, but 
what of it? Whether East returned 
a diamond then or later, *it would 
obviously be the last time he could 
lead that suit.
